From time to time, we hear an outcry 
in regard to the intolerance (so-called) 


* other Territories (certainly no more 
highly blessed either in population or 
extent of valuable or cultivable domain) 
have been freely admitted to all the 
benefits that the federation of States can 
confer upon them. Those who raise the 
outcry referred to. know full well that 
the trouble interfering with the admis- 

gion of Utah is a very different one, and 
that it is not only not to be expected. 
bat is simply and positively out of the 
question that any Territory shall knock 
and be admitted as a State which in- 
cludes in the provisions of its Statutes. 
the institation of polygamy as a feature 
in its Laws or Constitation, or practice. 
It is idle for the people (we should rath- 
er say the wire-pullers) in Utah to ex- 
pect that the Territory will be inaugu- 
rated as a State while such a provision 
remains upon the statute books of the 
Territory— while such a practice remains 
in vogue, and while the abominations of 
which this state of affairs is fearfully pro 
ductive remain in sight of the world to 
testify aguinet shallow pretense at relig- 
ion and worse than ontregeous crime 
perpetrated ander the guise of religion. 
and under the same pretense of a eancti- 
ty different from that of ordinary mortals.
